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Claim 1 has been amended. Applicant argues on page 8 of the Response that the claim has been amended to recite "wherein upon 
dilution of said solid stool marker formulation to provide 0.5 to 3% w/v barium sulfate, from 0 to less than 0.035N ionic dispersants are 
present." Applicant contends that claim 1 is clear in requiring the solid formulation to have at most a very low content of ionic 
dispersants, and that the compositions of the present claims limit the amount of ionic dispersants, and require sufficient flocculant, so 
that barium is concentrated in the stool and serves as a stool marker, not a marker for the lining of the colon. 

This is non-persuasive because applicant's claims are directed to a solid formulation. The fomulation comprises two components: 
barium sulfate and a flocculant. There are no amounts of the components specified in the solid formulation (i.e. barium sulfate, 
flocculant, ionic dispersant, etc.). Regarding the limitation "wherein upon dilution etc.," such a limitation is a method step which is not 
given patentable weight in a composition claim. Such a step of "dilution" would no longer result in a solid formulation, as claimed. 

Applicant further argues that the only specific formulation taught by Brown which includes bentonite, as well as supporting references 
in the rejections under 35 USC 103, include liquid formulations. 

This is non-persuasive because a reference is not limited to what is taught by the examples. Brown clearly teaches the benefit of a 
dry formulation, see column 2, lines 57+. 
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
